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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-8, 10-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In claim 2, the prior art does not disclose generating a data packet comprising at least a 
portion of the plurality of bytes, the data packet including a flag indicating that the at least one 
xmused byte has been suppressed, wherein the flag comprises one bit for each unused byte and in 
combination with the other limitations in the claim . 

In claims 11,17 and 23, the prior art does not disclose the portion of the plurality of bytes 
of data comprising data associated with a plurality of channels and the attached flag identifying 
each unused channel in the data packet and in combination with the other limitations in the 
claims.
